The recent 
diaturbnnce at Maitiattd ban excited scinie in- 
ttrest in the quoatinn, ^V'e hope sncli occur" 
rt ncei maj tot excMdinglf uniuuaj; for nothinji 
cun more deeply injure 1 neighbourhood thin a 
i?di« of insecurity either in the enjoyment of 
righta or ihe e^preaaion of opinioni. There ie 
a remed}' for all who are aggrieved in a Court 
of jualico ; or, if law ajfordi no relief, it ii 
betanaellie injuty, if of a personal nature at all, 
is d«liberateW aell'-apnropriuted. 

People little know to what dangers they ex- 
l»ee themselves when thej- have recourse to 
violence. In other Crimea a mui may calculate 
what will he the extent of his ojuilt and partici- 
pation, bill be who joins in a not does, not know 
whether he shall canape with an admonition, or 
end bin days in gaol. A riot is described to bo 
"a. tumidtuous disturbance of tho peico by 
three potions or more, assembling together of 
thnir own authority, with an intent mutually to 
as*int one another against any who shall oppose 
them in the execution of some enter- 
prise of a private nature, and afterwards ac- 
tually executing the sunt in a violent 
and turbulent manner, to the terror of tbe 
people, whether the act intended were of itself 
lawful or unlawful," Such is the dcflnitiun 
given by tbe text writers and commonly ndopted 
by the Judge?. The Criminal Law Commis- 
sioners, however, describe a riot ia a different 
form. 

" If three or more persona lhall aucinnle, or He in 3 
together shall continue together, for the common 
purpose of executing aome unlawful and violent act, 
or of executing any act whatsoever, in such manner, 
or under auch circumstance! of violence, threats, 
tumult, numbers, diiplay of srms, or otherwise, as are 
calculated to create terror and alarm amongrit tho 
IJuefTTa subject*, and shall in cither case wholly ot in 
part <XKute> suck pnfpO'f, every inch person aholl 
uc deemed to be guilty at s tint." 

Jit. Wisk gives the following more simple 
definition :— 

" A riot is where three or more ncrions are aaacm- 
bled together without the authority of the law, and 
enpaged in the artual execution of a joint dea,gn of a 
private* nature, with violence and to the terror of tho 
people." 

It thus appear* that three persona are 
required to make a riot. If Ltiree were charged, 
and one acquitled, judgment would be arresied, 
unless it were shown that more than three 
peisonn were engaged in the riot. General 
evidence of a joint purpose is, however, neces- 
sary. Thi.H may be interred from a display of 
force. If no distinct purpose exist it is an 
affray, nut n riot. To constitute a riot there 
must bo nets to cause tenor to the people. 
Whether they were such or not would be deter- 
mined by the opinions of men. of ncnse and expe- 
rience. This tenor was inferred where persons 
who had a right to rest*! on aggression did not feel 
themselves stroeg eaqugh to do so. It has 
been held that if any one person present wore 
terrified it would give the act the character of 
a riot, If a number of men assemble iirtrtad it 
is a riot. Any threatening! used, ecen to 
say » ihcy will do it in spite of the other," 
would give the character of a riot to an sasomhly 
having other conditions. It is further added 
that, if a moeiing bo accompanied with an act 
of violence or threats, and intimidation. 
Calculated lo exile tha terror and alarm 
of the Quicks; '« subjects, this is in it (e If a r i 0 t 
whether the end and object iiroptMed bo legiti- 
mate or not. 8uch is the lacguaje of Chief 
Justice Tinpai,, in hi* charge to the grand 
jury at Bt afford, in IB12. The remarkable 
note nt Covont Garden Theatre gave rise to 
some legal proceedings, A gemlsman, n bar- 
rister, entered the house during the riot.

The Taw is, that if any perion en- 
tourages, or promotes, or takes part in riota, whether 
by words, signs, or gestures, or by wearing the bidge 
or ensign of the riutera, he la himself to he considered 
A rioter, and he it liable to he nrroeted for a breach of 
the ptlce. In thla case, all are principEUs," 

A riot ia distinguished from high 1 reason by 
being of a priv*,te or local nnture. An insur- 
rection to tlestroy an enclosure is a riut. Insur- 
rections to redress national grievances, or for 
the reformation of real or innginary evila of a 
public nature, and in which lite insurgents 
have no special interest. B re considered, as 
attacks upon the Queen's royad dignity. 

The moat important question is, whnt 
■mounts to taking part in a riots' Participa- 
tion is not to be inferred where the aisembly is 
lawful. Where, however, the design is (0 
commit a rbt, then alt joining expose them- 
selves to Ihe risk. Justice TiifliAI., iu 
his charge at Mail'oni. says :— 

" If many ire 1 resent at the time when the breach 
of the law takes place, having one common design Ln 
view, and acting with common consent, alihcauh they 
do not all tako share, Ln tlio potfoimance of the very 
act which ia the subject of the indictment, yet by 
affording countenance, encouragement, and protection 
to the rieraona who actually perpaltate the clime, they 
are all equally guilty in the eye of the law," 

Examples are given as follow: One Job )t 
Rovck, present at the pulling down nf a house, 
and charged with shouting and using exrweissioaf 
to incite other persona, unknown, to do it, wai 
acquitted by the jury eneepling of this act ; 
but tha Court held that it was eufficiemt to con. 
vict him us being a principal in the second 
degree, and be was accordingly aentenced to 
death. In the ease of the Dull-ring riots at 
Birmingham, in 1S39, Wir.gEa harangued (he 
mob and led them to a distance. The mob set 
a house on fire ; but Wilkes, not being shown 
to be present, waa acquitted. All perions who 
have shown any participation In a riot are re- 
sponsible for whatever is done In their presence. 

The laws in reference to riota ate exceed- 
ingly severe. Pulling down « place of 
worship or any other building, or 
destroying any public worse, expose* 
to the punishment of death. To pull 
down, is understood not simply to injure, but 
with an intention to destroy. If rioters volun- 
tarily quit a building, it inferred that they did 
not intend to nestroy it. but if they are inter- 
rupted, this inference may be drawn. 

livery one has henrd of the Miot Act — th* 
terror of English mobs — and not without reason. 
The Riot Act may be read if there be twelve 
persons tumuluious.lv assembled together. A 
riot muit exist before the Act can be legally 
read. Any person preventing it being read is 
liable to the penalty of t eulh. Any magistrate, 
or person authorised by him, ia to read the Riot 
Act in loud voice, at follows :— 

"Our Sovereisn Lord [Lady] the King [flusen] 
ohurgetUundeotuinxndeth all persona, bcina nsseoi. 
bled, immediately to .dieperse themtelvea, and peace, 
ably to depart to their hahitaiiona, or 10 their latrful 
business, upon the puina contained in the Act made in 
the lir.t year of King Wcorpe, for preventing tumult a 
and ilotous otaembliea. Uod save the Kiog [Hueen.]" 

The Biot Art also provides this terrible 
tietiDlty^Qint if any person shall remain one 
hour after the reading of the Kiot Act he sliall 
surfer death. If any persons bo injured, or 
killed, who thall remain after thia time, it i* 
sufficient anewer that they were in oppasiiiun 
to tho litv. 

Mr. Wise has eriven important instructions 
with respect to the duties of private persons. 
Tliue, if a mob be determined upon any violation 
of the law, it ia tbe duty of all persons, 
whether official or not, to put a stop to 
the mischief, and to apprehend the otfendon, 
It will be safer for a private person to 
place himself under the direction of a 
magistrate ; but if this be imposaible, it is the 
duty of every subject to act for himself, and 
upon liis own responsibility, in suppressing a 
riotous and tumultuous assembly : and ho may 
be assured that whatever ia honestly done by 
him in support of that object will be supported 
and justified by the common low. From thia 
right to aupprese a tumultuous Msernhly, it fol- 
low a that those who resist will be reiponaible for 
consequences, and if death ensue will be liable 
for the crime of murder . Any one may arrest 
a felon, but lie iloee so upon his own lespoaei- 
bility. He is, however, safe in 
arresting any man while engaged 
in a breach of the law. Ho 
must not, however, arrest him for a miide- 
meunour if any time elapae ; then, it is necci- 
sary to apply for a warrant. Tows can only be 
dispensed with safely when tbe person is aeiaed 
in the «t — when he is " found committing." 

In times of disturbance, it ia customary to 
appoint special constables. This may be done 
by the Justices of the Peace, Each constable 
takes this oath : — 

"I A. S. do aweu. that I wtil well and Irulv serve 
our eoverelgn Lord the Kins in the ofhsa of ipecial 

constable for the pariah [er township] of— 

without favour or affection, malice or fit -will and 
that I will, M the beat of my powee.cauie the peace lo 
be kept and pnaarved, and prevent all 'offences 
agauist the persona and ptoperdei of his Mainly '■ 
ruWeeti; andtlm while! continuvto held the said 
ofAce I will to the beat of m; skill and knowledge, 
discharge all Ihe duties thereof faithf idly according to 
law— So help eae dod." 

Any pcraon refusing to kbits is liable to a line, 
ln hngland a decision waa given that a special 
con stable romaini so unless hia appointment 
ta cancelled. Questions of criminal law very 
often depend upon the status of the constable. 

Kemarks are B ]» 0 made by Mr, Win upon 
the duty of tho milito.iT, in caaoi of riot, It 
was decided that it was not abeolutely necessary 
thnt the military should await the order of the 
cm! mngistrato, Thue. in the charge of Lord 
t hief Justice Tin dat,, it is aaid : 

" And Whilst I am stating the obligation Imposed 
by the Itw on every lutject of tho realm, I wfsh to 
observe, that the liw aclnowtedgea no distinction in 
Una respect between the soldier and ihe private in- 
dividual. The soldier U Hill a citieen, iftni under 
the mine eiJlg-etion, and invested with thS ..me 
luthomy. to preserve the peace of the king as but 
Other euhjeet. If theoseUbouudtoattenJlhec.il 
of the cirH magiertate, 10 also it the toldiot : It the 
one may interfere fot that purpose whan the occasion 
M'liumdJ it, without the requisition of the nugiitrate 
lo may the other too : if the one rsiy eniutoy s>mt foi 
tUI rjurpoae, where srrna are necessary, the soldier 
insy c!o the inme.

Generally, howover, the military decline to 
act until they receive: orders, unless attacked 
by the mob. After the Riot Act ia 
read, the military are relieved ftoni all 
responsibility in the suppression, although inno- 
CtBt ptrtona may happen to lall. The duties 
of magistrates in eat.es of riot are very delicate 
and imncnuiit. Where they are cowardly or 
rsf-h, Ihey have often involved the country in 
bloodshed. Ail pernors are bountllo ansit therti, 
and ihry have to give directions when the 
Riot Act ia to be rend, or force used. It is, 
hovfovcr. not neccesnry that they should go 
forth and head the srddiers or Ihe constabulary. 
Al&giatnttcs acting iu a cowardly manner have 
been subject to tines. Hence the Ma, yob of 
IjondDn in the time of the Gordon Riuts was 
convicted of " gross misconduct." lie bugged 
llie mob " n^t Id do more miNchief than was 
neccFH,^rJ . ,, Mitgistrales can orre»[ befoi«hand, 
nnd bind to good behaviour, any whom they 
HT-pti: of intending to commit a breach 
of the peace. In a chapter upon un- 
lawful ussemblics * curie cautions nre given 
which arc still worthy of consideration, 

Great latitude- is allowed to the people in the 
fnflo/tfe defence of their rights and liberties. 
Yet " there ore limits," saya Mr. ffiie, 
™ beyond whicli liberty must not go 
unbridled and unredressed, lest it be- 
come a tyranny in which the name of 
freedom, by an unholy prostitution, maams tite 
right of everybody who cin obtain the power 
to compel hia neighbours to think and act as he 
does himself — a Liberty that in worse than 
slavery because a mocker}" and a lie." In 
support of this view we have an extract from 
the tomotia charge of Chief Justice Tindal. 

Meeting! for the purpose of stirring up 
jealousy and hatred, and ill-will between 
different classes of her Majesty's subjects, 
are a violation of law. Any aoriety of 
which the officers are secretly appointed and 
unknown to each other, and of which there ia 
no distinct and accessible record of ita com- 
ponent parte, is an unlawful society — as are all 
societies in which any oath la administered, for 
the law does not permit the adntinistratiori of 
an oath, except by legal authority. Exceptions 
ere made in. favour of friendly nocielies and 
freemasons. 

There ii aeoiber law which prohibits any 
meeting in the neighbourhood of Parliament 
during it* sii tings — a very proper law, and one 
which we might do well to adopt. 

The information we have just briefly con- 
veyed will be of some interest to many of our 
readers ; we hope wo shall never need to apply 
practically whatever laws wist upon the sub- 
ject. There are some probably not loo severe 
fur ihe present upoch. There aie others 
evidently wide of the mark, and require to he 
supplemented to meet out local circumstances. 
One thing, however, must be clear to all— that 
whore men nccuatom themaclvca to express 
their differences und discontent by physical 
demonstration, sociuty has not yot passed the first 
stoge of civilisation, and the forms of liberty 
itself are in danger of proving wlut knives and 
piatols are in tho hands of children and idiots. 



Alli'skiss have been frequently raaJe in the 
course of debatei during tlio present session to 
Ihe evidences of distress uinons; tlio town popu- 
lation, which were being disclosed before the 
select committee appointed! to enquire into the 
Buljeci. The report of thus committee is now 
before the public, and the dalailed evidence 
will soon be in our hands. Tho Chairman gives 
bis tiord (hat in conducting the enquiry he has 
endeavoured to bo both painitaking and impar- 
tial, and to obtain evidence from all available 
quarter j. 

The chief value of the report lies is the facts 
it brings to light, and it would hive been still 
more valuable if it had been pnasibleto have re- 
presented the facts with (till greater accuracy. 
Where the existence of distress ia alleged 
the first thing to be done is to find out the exact 
truth — to discover tho actual extent and nature 
of such distress, and to trace il if possible not 
only to its mere immediate antecedents and 
apparent causes, but to its real causea in the 
working of our social and political institutions. 
The fltst discovery is more easy to make than 
the second, for the one ia obviously a question 
of fact, the other is largely a question of opinion, 
seeing how confused and complicated the 
workings of society appear until we obtain aome 
guiding light to enable ua to see tho lawa that 
sic being followed. How much the causea of 
thetreia are^ still matters of opinion is evident 
from the different reasons ascribed for it by 
dinerent witnesses. One puts it all down to 
intemperance, another to the too prevalent 
fondneaa fnr town life, another to the 
unwilltogneii of working men trj accept such 
reduced wages as the reduced profits ef em- 
ployers alone enable them to offer, another to 
the impoverishment caused by unsuccessful 
ventures to attractive but deceptive gold-fields, 
another to the want of free trade in labour, 
another to the want uf protection to labour, and 
another to the bad administration of the land 
laws. A few year* ago all political evila were 
escribed to the want of universal anffrage and 
the ballot, But we are in possession now of 
those curative agencies, and of the more repre- 
sentative and popular legialitors that they have 
furnished us with, so that we must now go 
further a-fleld. The committee certainly dig- 
covered causea enough to account for ihe 
painful phenomenon they had to investigate 
if indeed the asserted cnuaei were all really so! 
lJut to determine whether this the 
fact, and if so to what extent each 
aaat waa to be credited with a tharo of the 
mischief, defied the committee's power of ana- 
Ijujui, and from the tone of their report it would 
be inferred that they think that tvery witness 
hae been partly correct in his diagnosis of the 
disease in the body politic, and that each one of 
liie alleged deteriorating agencies has had some- 
thing lo do with it. This is not a very satisfac- 
tory conclusion, as it « too vague to be useful, 
and it makes the adoption of legislative remedies 
of very doubtfid value. 

That any extensive distraaa should exist in 
Sydney ia rightly to be regarded as an 
anomaly that ought not to eiist, and that should 
speedily disappear. Bad times will 
come occasionally, especially in the 
ease of young colonies whose growth 
in occasionally over forced, and where 
a JCaction U sure to follow. The wagta-re- 
ceiving daaa is so directly dependent on the 
rapiialtats for employment, that when the Utter 
sic embarrassed, the former mutt find work 
•lack. But the resources of a colony like thia 
are so elasfic, that inch depreesion should never 
be anything moTe than temporary, and if 
exactly the old openings for labour (Bd not 
present ihcmstivei again in the asms shape as 
before, freeh openings should appear. Theremuat 
be Boroothiiig wrong somewhere, when any- 
thing like a chronic state of distress ia found 
10 exist iu a young country where there ia inde- 
finite sropc fur labour. 

The statistics of the report coneluiively 
prove that there J, J Urgc uumh ? 
of person, collected ia the city, who 



are out of work, and aome of whom 
have keen out of work for a considerable time. 
Nor can these statistics be taken to prove the 
full extent of the evil, as many eases muat have 
escaped notice in ihe examination that was 
made. 

It will be aeon on examination that a very 
large proportion of ihe persons oul of employ 
belong to the cbws engaged in tho building 
trades, and lo that or common labourers who 
wait upon thorn. The diminution in building 
operations is a reaction ngninst the spec's] sti- 
mulus given to the trade in consequence of ihe 
gold diacovcriea. Hansen of all sorts were run 
up a few yews ».::'J to meet the demand of a 
rapid immigration ; and as rents were extrava- 
gant, the coat of building was not considered, 
lint, during tho last three years, iIictc has been 
a steady fall in rents, and in the hot of that full 
to one cared to build for investment, Tho city 
arid euburban erections have been 
t luc-fly first-class business premises, or 
else villas built by gentlemen for llioir uun use. 
Wages have, no doubt, fallen considerably- since 
1864, but they Tiave not fallen in proportion to 
houje rent ; and while the market is still fall- 
ing, investments can hardly be expected. And 
of the buildings that have been erected during 
the paat six years, those intended for tbe work- 
ing classes 4ire too generally of a very wt etched 
character. Land was soli 1 in freehold allot- 
ments of the most diminutive size. Kvery man 
was his own architect, nnd miserable ili-con- 
dived dwellings swarm about our suburbs. 
Nor are the dwellings intended for the some- 
what wealthier classes much better. Sydney 
abounds with uncomfortable, awkward, ill-venti- 
lated, badly-arranged houses, and really clean 
comfortable dwellings, except for those who 
can afford high rents, are the exception rather 
than the rule. There would be plenty of work 
in the building trade if all the wretched houses 
ware to bo pulled down, and replaced by others 
worthy of the city, and adapted to the climate. 
That work of reformation, however, will be one 
of alow progress. Even in England, where 
labour is cheap, and appliances are abundant, 
mode! cottages are very slowly replacing miser- 
able hovels; for the aubstttution is more a 
work of philanthropy and taste than of profit. 
The wretched hovels pay a better proportionate 
rent than those superior cleaa of buildings, and, 
therefore, it does not ray to buy up the former 
class of tenements, and replace them. A string, 
ent building Act, however, would prevent the 
futhor multiplication of unhealthy habitations. 

The Assembly baa to thank its predecessor 
that there ia no adequate aunemsinn. of lodging 
houses. An Act to secure that inspection was 
sent. down from the I'ppar House, but was con- 
temptuously 1 ejected. 

The recommendations of the report in favour 
of a more protective tariff will greatly delighl 
Messrs. All En and Lucas, but it will be an 
evil day for the working classes if ihey should 
ever be adopted. There can be no increaso of 
employment without there is an lacrosse of 
wealth, and to force labour into occupations 
that are naturally less productive can only lead 
to waste and want. Let the nnlural industry of 
the country be ss free as possible, and nothing 
better than that tan be done tor the interest of 
the labourer. Capital then wilt find iu 
proper occupation, and labour its fair 
KWa.rd. But to disturb industry, under 
YilmlevcT pretence, ia to weaken it.

When Menaieo t do Cm, Hiniafer of Fhlioj to IVrit, 
came to euroine Uie Duke's Bcrvanta aa the aubject, 
it waa diaeovcrcd that thi aaseasln had placed himself 
exactly where tho sentry stood, and as the 
pnrrs ,«rlnr waa bo narfoir that the sentries 
were obUgcd bo fall back, and the carrioga arrived 
at thai point lite in the dark night, the coachman 
and foreman could ace the face of tho miscreant 
from the flash of the pistol. They teallhed 
that he had Large /eteorij and ffieacifscase, Tfie bullet 
had paaacd ever the carriage. I went down ne x t day 
to tee where It had struck. It waa obUt|ui-ly aarosa 
the Btreet, nesrly itiiity yarda distant. I illdtinctly 
law ihe groove of the bullet on the wall.

•Iter I was walking down Duke.atreet, Ht. Jamas a, 
nlt-nc. 1 met thu Duke of Wellington earning up.

These interesting anecdotes: of the Clrc.it 
t'antain strengthen his already world-wide fame, 
end give further confirmation ta the gcuiLTal opinion 
that es n niilitety enief he was unei|uailed. 
In t?07 fXie Thomas Kturned to Scotland, invalided, 
end now, having laisure to cultivate his favour ite 
science, he eroetctl an observatory at Jiriihane, anil 
furniahEd Ii with ctcellcnt instntments. Hero ho 
made a great number of observatinrts, and this ohscr. 
Titory continued to afford b!m contuiat occupation 
end delight until his death.
